The California Fish and Game 
Commission met In the State 
Building Friday, to accept re­ 
commendations relative to ang­ 
ling and hunting regulations for 
the 1955 season.

No action will be taken on 
these recommendations until 
the next meeting, scheduled 
Feb. 25, In San Francisco.

Among the suggestions re­ 
ceived was one which would 
limit the size of a trout catch 
to 10 Inches and from three to 
five fish pet day.

A third asked that there be 
a two-months closed season on 
striped bass In the Sacramento 
and San Joaquln Rivers and 
tributaries, preferably from 
March 15 through May 15.

Still another suggestion would 
keep Topaz Lake open the year 
round.

Among recommendations on 
hunting which the commission 
received were:

The Inland deer season open 
not later" than Sept. 13.

A policy should be adopted 
prohibiting shooting female 
deer.

An anterless deer hunt for the 
Devil's Garden interstate deer 
hunt was suggested after the 
close of the regular deer sea­ 
son.

Still another suggestion would 
legalize the shooting of forked 
horn deer everywhere In the 
state.

California  drank less li­ 
quor during the first ten 
months of 1954 than they did 
In 1953, but It was still enough 
to float a battleship.

According to figures releas­ 
ed by the State Board of Equal­ 
ization, which collects the tax­ 
es, the 16,089,000 gallons of 
liquor, 151,886,000 gallons of 
beer, and 20,531,000 gallons of 
wine sold during 1954 was a 
decline of .4 per cent,

During the period, liquor 
sales dropped .8 per cent, beer 
sales 1 per cent, while wine 
sales Increased 3 per cent.

So far this year, March was 
the banner month for liquor 
and wine sales, while the July 
heat brought the year's great­ 
est beer sales. February found 
a dearth of beer and liquor 
drinkers, but January was low 
month for the wlnos.
